A 
trader brought, last winter, without hardly any 
loas by the pertehing of the leeches, fifteen bun- 
dred pounds of leeches from the latter country. 
They frose solid as he was passing the lofty 
mountains near Erzroon, bet thawed into life 
again. The obstacle to bringing leeches from 
great distances, bas bees, that they are so lis 
ble to perish, and needed so much care and at- 
tention on the voyage. However great the loss 
an4 the consequent rise im price, there seems no 
limit to the price that the sick are willing to 
pay for them. Fifty cents is often paid for a 
single leech in our country towns. And in 
Pers, im South Ameries, leeches, (brought, 
perhaps, from Persia,) have bees sold for from 
three to five dollars a piece. 

The product of the leech Arheries tn Turkey, 
is at present supuslly greater than that of sey 
other country. One reason smong others, for 
this result, is the want of cultivation, and the 
amount of und 4 lends in ons 
sparsely inbabited country, and the facilities 
allowed to the Easopeans who follow the bori- 
ness and have the protection of the local so- 
thorities.
